2, Nature of the duties to be perfonrwd by the Council:—

regard to matters concerning Health and Familv 
Welfare in all its aspects, such as the provision, of 
remedial promotivc and preventive care, environ¬ 
mental hygiene, nutrition, health education and the 
promotion of facilities for training and research ; 
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(b) to make proposals for legislation in fields of activiij 
relating to medical and public health arid Family 
Wclfaic matters, laying down the pattern of deve¬ 
lopment for the country as a whole ; 

, (c) to examine the whole field of possible cooperation' 
on a wide basis in regard to Inter-State quarantine 
during times of fe.stivals, out-break of epidemic dis¬ 
eases and serious calamities such as cortlr-quakes 
and famines and to draw up a common programme 
of action ; 

(d) to make recommendations to the Central CJovorn- 
ment regarding distribution of available gfauts-in- 
aid for Health and Family Welfare purposea to the 
State.s and to review periodically the work accom¬ 
plished in different areas through the utilisation of 
thc.se grants-jn-aid ; and 

(c) to c.stablish any organ'saiion or organisations invested

3 Procedure of the Council ;— ' > 

The Council shall in its conduct of business obsiefve ilia 
following procedure, namely ;— 

(a) the Council shall meet atleast once in every year ; 

(,b) it shall meet at such time and place as the^ Chaii- 
man may appoint in this behalf ; 

(c) five members (including the Chairman) shall form 
the quorum for a meeting of the Council ;' 

(d) the Chairman and, in his absence vice-chairman' 
vicc-chaii'pcrson or such member a.s ihay be desig¬ 
nated by the Qiairman in this behalf from ;aaioug 
the members referred to in clausc(d) of sU’b-para- 
graph (i) of paragraph 1 shall preside at the meet¬ 
ing ; 

(e) all questions which may come up before the Council 
at a meeting shall be decided bv a majority of vote-' 
of the members (including the Chairman) present at 
the meeting ; 

(f) In case of equality of votes, the person pebsiding 
shall have a second or casting vote ; 

(g) the Council shall observe in the conduct of its busi¬ 
ness .such other procedure as it may, with the appro¬ 
val of the Cculral Government, lay down from time 
to lime.
